n 7 DHEREADS in and b 
King in the laſt Seſſions of this pzeſent Pars 

liament, Intituled, An Act for reforming Abuſes in 

making of Butter-Cask, and preventing of falſe 

packing of Butter : Jt is amongſt other things 

Enacted in theſe wozds (viz.) Thar from and after 

the 25th of March, 1598. No Cooper nor other per- 

ſon whatſoever in this Kingdom of freland, ſhall 

at any time preſume to make or cauſe to be made, \ 

< 20,6. any Butter-Gask whatſoever for Sale, but ſuch only hh 

ö 1 dals ſhalt be made of ſound, dry and well ſeaſoned | 

Timber, according to the ſeveral Gages and Weights herein after mentioned and 

known by the ſeveral Names following (that is to ſay) the Firkin, Half Barrel, 

Three quarter Barrels and Barrel : And that every 3 do, and ſhall con- 

tain Two quarters of an Hundred, at Five ſcore and twelve pounds to the Hun- 

dred Neat, beſides the Tare of the Cask, and not leſs, of good and Merchantable 

Butter, and that Cask not to weigh above Ten 233 and to contain and hold 

Seaven Gallons. And every half Barrel do and ſhall contain One hundred weight | 

Neat, at Five icore and twelve pounds to the Hundred, and not leſs, of good and 1 

Merchantable Butter, beſides the weight of the Cask, and the Cask not to weigh - 

above T wenty pounds and to meaſure Fourteen Gallons. Every Three quarter 

Barrel do and ſhall contain One hundred and Two quarters Neat, at Five ſcore 

and twelve pounds to the Hundred, beſides the weight of the Cask, and not leſs, 

of good and Merchantable Butter, and the Cask not to weigh above Thir 
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pounds, and to meaſure Twenty one Gallons. And every Barrel do and ſha'l 
contain Two hundred weight Neat, at Five ſcore and twelve pounds to the Hun- 
dred, beſides the weight of the Cask and not leſs, of good and Merchantable But- 
ter, and the Cask nat to weigh above Forty pounds, and to meaſure I wenty 
eight Gallons, And that every ſuch Cask hereafter to be made, ſhall be made 
with three Hoops on each quarter, to be ſet on with Twigs or ſufficiently Notch- 
ed, and have two Heads to be put into Riggles and made tight; ſo as to hold 
Pickle ; and that no Cap heads be hereafter made for any ſuch Caak to be expoſed 
to Sale as aforeſaid. And for the better diſcovery of all Frauds or Abuſes, which 
ſhall be committed againſt this Act, | 
Be it further Enatted by the Authority aforeſaid, that every Cooper or other 
pen making Cask for putting Butter in, as aforeſaid, ſhall ſet upon every Fir- 
in, half Barrel, three quarter Barrel, and Barrel ſo made of ſeaſoned Timber, 
as aforeſaid, a Mark with the firſt Letter of his and their Chriſtian Name, and his 
and their Sir-name at length with an Iron Brand, with a Mark for the City; 
Town, Village or Par ſh wherein he lives. And that every Farmer and other per- 
ſon and perſons, hereafter at any time packing up Butter, or expoling the tame 
to ſale, ſhall from and after the ſaid 25th day of March, 1698, pack up his But- 
ter in ſuch ſufficient Cask made of ſound, dry and well ſeaſoned Timber, and 
marked as aforeſaid, and in none other, and ſhall ſet upon every ſuch Firkin and 


Water, and not to be put ſtanding in Water, and when the ſame is filled with 
Butter, the firſt Letter of his and their Chriſtian Name, and his and their Sir- 
name at length with an Iron brand, And it the ſaid Cooper or Farmer, or other 
perſon or perſons whatſoever, making Cask, or packing up Butter, or expoſing 
the ſame to Sale, as aforeſaid; ſhall at any time from and after the ſaid 25th day 
of March 1698. offend by omitting to do what he or they are required by this A 
to do and. 
the ſaid before one or more of His Vajeſtys Jultices of the Peace, or chief 
Magiſtrate of any Corporation, by one or more Witneſs or Witneſſes; which 
Oath the ſaid Juſtice or Juſtices or chief e are hereby Impowered, and 
are required to Adminiſter; or upon Confeſſion of the Offender or Offenders, be- 
fore ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, or chief Magiſtrate, the ſaid party or parties ſo Of- 
fending, shall Forfeit for every ſuch Offence, to the uſe of the Poor of the Parish 
where ſuch Offence shall be committed, the Summ of Ten Shillings for every Hun- 
dred weight of Butter, and fo proportionably for every greater or leſſer quanti- 
ty that shall be in every ſuch Cask, to be levied by Diſtreis and Sale of the Offen- 
ders Goods and Chattles, the over-plus to be reſtored, after all Charges of the 
laid Diſtreſs defrayed : And every Conſtable of the Pariſh, or chief Conſtable 


of the Barony where 1uch Offence ſhall be committed, are hereby Authorized 


and Required to Levy the ſame accordingly, by Warrant under the Hand and 
Seal of ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, or chief Magiſtrate ſo to do ; And in caſe ſuch 
Offender or Offenders, ſhall not have Goods and Chattles ſufficient for the Levy⸗ 
ing the ſaid Penalty, that then it shall and may be lawful for the Juſtice or 
Juſtices, or chief Magiſtrate, before whom ſuch Conviction shall be made by 
Warrant under their Hand and Seal, to appoint ſuch Offender or Offenders to be 

publickly ſet in the Stocks for the ſpace of Two hours, 3 
And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Goods and 
Merchandizes of the Growth and Manutactury of this Kingdom, uſually-Sold. by 
the Hundred weight, shall from and after the ſaid 25th day of 'Mfirch; 1648. 
be bought and ſold at Five ſcore and twelve pounds to the Hundred weh, Ad no 
more, upon pain of Forfeiture of the Summ of Ten Shillings for buying and ſelling 
any Goods and Merchand:zes contrary to the true intent and meaning. of this Act; 

as by the ſaid recited Ad may moze at large appear. : 
And tothe end that a Law ſo conducive to the Advancement of the Credit 
and Reputation ef that Com>dity in Fozeign parts, and the good ofthis Aing⸗

orm; he or they ſo Offending and being Convicted upon Oath of 
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dom in General, may be duely Executed; and that the Coopers and other 
perſons making any Butter Caſk whatſoever for ſale, may be duly informed 
op penalties they incur, if they (hail Offend contrary to the ſaid An. And

ndizes, of the Growth and Panufacuiy of this Kingdom, as 
are v Bought 02 Sold by the Hundred weight, the hundred pound weighe 
deing e the making of che ſaid Law very uncertain, and now by this 
Law Settled and Alcertained, and that all his Pajeſty s Subjects in this 
Kingdom, may Know of how many pounds the hundred weight of all ſuch 
Goods and Perchandizes conſiſts. We the Lords Juſtices and Council upon 
Conlideration thereof, have thought fit by this Our Proclamation, to Publily 
and make Known the ſame, and to require all his Majeſty s Subjects in this 
1 — to Conform themſelves to the ſaid Statute in all parts: And Wo 
do by Declare, that ſuch as ſpali Offend againſt the ſaid Law, ſhall be 
proceeded againſt as the ſaid Dtatute Directs. And We do herevy ſtridly Charge 
and Command, all che Officers of his Pajeſty's Revenue in this Kingdom; 
in the ſeveral Ports, and all Payors, Juſt ces of the Peace, and other 
Magiſtrates and Dfficers to take care in their ſeveral and reſpenive Places, to 
put the ſaid Law inco duc erccution. 
And whereas ſeveral Merchants and others Trading in Butter, have 
repreſcnted unto Us, that it Will be very difficult for the Coopers and other 
— . A Caſk for Buttcr, to make the ſeveral Caſk mentioned in the 
Dcacure of the ſeveral Gages therein, and to hold the exact weight thereby 
preſcribed, unleſs the 3 of the raff uſcd in ſuch Caſks, and alſo 
the breadch in the head of luch Caſk be aſcertained. We have therefore foz the 
god and eaſe of ali his Majeſty s Subjects in this Kingdom, thought fit further 
2 this our Proclamation, to give notice that the ſeveral Merchants and others 
iu Butter have informed Us, that they have Erpercenced and found, 
that if the ſeveral Butter Caſks hereafter to be made. de made of the ſeveral 
dimenſions following, they will contain the ſeveral weights of Buttet herein 
after mentioned; that is to ſay.
